HAWAII KEY TO PACIFIC. 


Hostile Fleet Must First Capture 
the Islands Before Daring 
to Attack the Amer- 
jean Coast. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
HONOLULU, Dec. 10.—Maj. Gen. MacAr- 
thur, while conferring with members of the 
fortification board here, is alleged to have 
predicted war between the United States 
and Germany in the near future. 
The statement was intended to be a private 
One, but it was embodied in a report made 
by Col. Jones, commanding the Hawaiian 
national guard, in a report to Gov. Carter. 
Maj. Gen. MacArthur, according to the re- 
port now on file at the territorial executive 
Office, based his prediction on the fact that 
he believes German interests are growing 
in South America to such, an extent that 
the strain upon the Monroe doctrine will 
eventually result in a conflict. Hawali, be-' 
ing a strategic point,’ no nation, he said, will 
make any attempt upon the shore line of the 
Pacific states until the .capture of the 
Hawaiian islands had been effected. 


MacArthur Quick to Deny. 

When the report was made public Maj. 
Gen. MacArthur hastened to say that it 
did not correctly represent his views in any 
particular and utterly misrepresented them 
in some. Further than this he would say 
nothing. 

Col. Jones expressed surprise at Gov. Car- 
ter’s action in making a report intended to 
be confidential public. He says his report 
contained Maj. Gen. MacArthur’s views ex- 
pressed by the latter in a social conversation 
and were reported to the governor only for . 
‘the purpose of emphasizing the need of 
strengthening the Hawaiian national guard. 

Col. Jones said he took notes of his conver- 
sation with Gen. MacArthur and that his re- 
port was made from memory. The conversa- 
tion occurred during a social call which he 
and Col. Soper of the national guard made on 
Gen. MacArthur. 

A few days later Gen. MacArthur was 
quoted as saying that the main feature of 
the defenses of the territory was the protec-

Spread of Pan-Germanism. 

Col. Jones’ report quotes Gen. MacArthur 
as saying that the pan-Getmanic doctrine 
which is being spread throughout the world. 
is being, fostered and propagated by the im- 
perial government in every possible way. 
It is strong and getting stronger wherever 
German people settle, even among Germans 
who have been citizens of the United Stat 
for years. 

In connection ther@with one fact cansot be 
overlooked—sto wit: There were few Ger- 
mans in the American army during the war 
with Spain, so few, indeed, that the pretence 
of a German was noted as being a rare oc- 
currence. 

The theater of operations is changing grad- 
tially into the Pacific. The German people 
are multiplying rapidly and emigrating in , 
jarge numbers, the tide of emigration being 
diréoted by the German government toward 
South America,. The manufactured products 


} of the German empire overbalance their con- 


ption, so that a market has to be ordered 
for the surplus: The known policy of the 
emperor is to acquire colenies which will 
provide markets for such overproduction and’ 
places to which the tidé of emigration shall. 
be directed for strengthening the fatherland. : 


‘Strain on Monroe Doctrine. 
Throughout .all.South American countries 
the Germans are advancing in commercial 
power and prestige. The conclusion seems 
inevitable that the interests of Germany in 
‘South America, where today large colonies 
numbering hundreds of thousands, presage 
another testing and straining of the Monroe 
doctrine, and in all probability a contest of 


arms between that power and the United [ la 


States, in the near future, in which event no 
one can now forecast the attitude of Eng- 
land.and other European powers, Therefore, 
-it is the duty of the federal government to 
make itself as strong as possible, so a8 to be 
able to care for itself in any emergency. .No 


nation or number of nations will be in af 


position to make an attack on the Pacific

May Send More Marines. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 10,—It is learned 
that an additional battalion of marines will 
be recruited and held in readiness in case it 
is necessary to enlarge the marine force now 
in isthmian waters. In the event further re- 
inforcements are sent the Yankee probably 
will be used to transport the additional 
marines. 
The marine contingent on the isthmus will 
be reinforced by 300 men now on the Prairie, 
orders having been sent to Admiral Barker, 
commanding the North Atlantic squadron, 
now at Guantanamo, to dispatch the Prairie 
to the isthmus. It will leave tomorrow and 
will reach Colon by Monday. 
It is understood that Wayne MacVeagh has 
been engaged by the Colombians and will as- 
sist in the revision of the statement to be 
prepared and laid before the secretary of 
state by Gen. Reyes and in the arguments 
which will be presented in behalf of the at- 
titude of the Colombian government. 


Anxiety in Paris. 

PARIS, Dec. 10.—Considerable apprehen- 
sion is beginning to be felt in official quarters 
here over the results of the anti-Panama 
campaign, which is understood to have the 
personal sympathy and direction of Presi- 
dent Marroquin of Colombia.

SEEKS MORE MONEY FOR FAIR. 


St. Louis Has Bill to Be Introduced in 


Congress Appropriating $4,000,-. 
O000—Not Likely to Pass. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—[Special.]— 
The St. Louis world’s fair management wilil 
appeal to congress for more money. The 
bill asking for an actual loan from the United 
States of $4,000,000 proposes the government 


gate receipts, and if necessary, that ticket 
takers as well as ticket sellers shall be under 
government control. President Francis, 
Secretary Stevens, and a half dozen others 
prominent in the world’s fair management 
are here to lobby for this appropriation. 

The prospects for the St. Louis people. 
however, are poor.. They have had a 

deal of money out of the government, first 
and last, and the members of congress are 
not entirely disposed to dip much deeper 
into the public treasury on the eve of a 
national election. Congress voted outright 
an appropriation of $5,000,000 to St. Louis, 
or about double the direct donation to the 
Chicago fair. Besides that the St. Louis 
people have worked through a number of in- 
direct appropriations, swelling the _ total 
amount given by the United States to the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition company to 
about $7,500,000. 

The exposition managers here have agreed 
among themselves not to admit the existence 
of an organized movement and regularly 
drafted bill for this unexpectedly large ad- 
ditional appropriation, but the facts are as 
stated. | 

The exposition company is in need of money 
to finish the buildings and complete land- 
scape gardening work. It sees no way of 
getting it except to pledge the gate receipts. 
If it does not get the loan from the govern- 
ment an effort will be made, it is understood, 
to interest a syndicate of bankers in the 
scheme. ~* |

Boston, Mass., Dec. 10.—[Special. ]—Topics 
of national interest were discussed at the 
annual dinner of the Boston chamber of 
commerce here tonight. Gov. Cummins of 
Iowa was to have delivered an address on 
reciprocity, but he was called away by the 
illness of his mother, and his speech was 
read by Charles Hamline. . 

Other national problems Were introducted 
ty United States Senator John W. Daniel of 
Virginia, who spoke on the negro question, 
and United States Senator Quarles of Wis- 
econsion, who spoke on Chamberlain's Revo- 
lution.” 

Cummins Favors Reciprocity. 

Gov. Cummins’ address, in supporting the 
reciprocity idea, said; 

“It goes without saying that we ought to, 
if we can, secure treaties that will hurt no- 
body, but to allow an interest that puts a 
million dollars of goods annually into our 
markets to stand in the way of a series of 
interests putting $10,000,000 of goods intoa 
foreign market, is turning the doctrine of 
vrotection from a beneficent policy, which 
bestows fts largess upon the country as a 
unit -into an instrument of avarice and 
selfishness. 

“It must not be understood that I am 
for any trade arrangement that would strike 
down any industry whose. existence is neces- 
sary to make us independent of other na- 
tions*in so far as our natural resources can 
make us independent. Here again the prin- 
ciple which I invoke sways thesituation—the 
good of the people. 


South and the Negro.

The husband's 
allegations as regards Shaw concern a cer- 
tain night in June, 1897, when Bispham was 
away from his home in Kensington. Both 
Mr. and Mrs. Bispham are natiyes of Phila- 
delphia and they first met their fellow coun- 
tryman, Shaw, at a dinner givenin London in 
honor of Mr. Bayard, then the American 
anibassador. 

In his depositions Bispham declared his 
wife had asked him if he would change 
places with the good looking young man 
next to him, and when the company sep- 
arated she greatly surprised him by asking 
Shaw, who was an absolute stranger, to call. 
He denied that the /real reason the 
change of seats was made at the dinner was 
because another woman would insist -on 
talking to him across several intervening 
neighbors. 

Butler Accuses the Major. : 
. A eircumstantial story of misconduct al- 
leged between the two was related by Will- 
‘fam Boston, a former butler of Bispham’s. 
Rutler Boston also declared that Maj. Stud- 
dert had occupied Mr. Bispham’s room 
sometimes as often as three times a week 
during Bispham’s absence. Early one morn- 
ing he stated he had seen the major coming 
out of his bedroom in his pajamas and wear- 
ing Mr. Bispham’s old dressing gown.

Vecchio then left 
the villa, after instructing an accomplice to 
drown Beretta the next day in a bath and 
carry the body faraway from the villa. 

Vecchio’s accomplice set Beretta at liberty, 
and Vecchio, who read in the newspapers that 
his plot had been discovered, disappeared.

Chancellor Von Baclow’ in 
Reichstag Replies to At- | 


tacks on His Policies, 


HERR BEBEL IS VIOLENT. 


Calls Russia Nation. of Barba- 
_rians, Whose Spies Are En- 
couraged in Berlin. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO ‘TRIBUNE. 
BERLIN, Dec. 10.—Herr Bebel, the prion 
leader in the reichstag, during the de 
on the budget took occasion to make a vi o¢ 
attack on the government's foreign policy 
and assailed Ruggia most intemperately. He 
brought down upon himeelf and the entire 
party a mMmost searching arraign- 
ment by Chancellor von Biilow. 
Count von Billow pointed out the incon- 
sistency of the socialist leader in denouncing 
Germany’s east Asiati¢ policy as too fan- 


tastic and romantic, while; on the other 


hand, he censured the chancellor for his too 
passive policy in Manchuria. 

“If there is any place in the world, ” said 
the chancellor, *“‘ where we have nothing to 
seek, itis Manchuria. If Herr Bebel wants to 
-head. a new crusade to rescue the Man- 
churians, I will let him proceed alone. I 
shall stay at home.” 

Calls Socialist Policy a Dream. 

Atter discussing at considerable length the 
socialist dreams of a ‘socialized state, count 
von Biilow said: 

“It would. be the worst luck that could 
happen to you socialists if you came sud- 
denly into power, for then your inability to 
crganize productive industries, your inca- 
pacity to conduct a foreign policy, your com- 
‘plete impotence would be revealed 
Bengal fire.”’ 

Turning again to the socialists, count von 
Bilow adopted an energetic tone and pointed 
out the impossibility of any realization of 
their dream for the overturning of the pres- 
ent order of society, and he added: 

“The state will defend itself. Who is the 
gtate? Y@u would soon find out if you re- 
sogted to action. We shall be able to defend 


the existing order of things. The funda- |. 


mental principles on which that order rests 
are religion, monarchy, and civilization, 
slowly emerging through the centuries. We 
shall defend the house which has given 
shelter to so many generations and which is 
to remain the home of our children—the 
house on which many generations have la- 
bored and which had for its architects the 
great minds of efficient men. : 

stands as the result of much éevotion 
and fidelity, much sweat and blood, and we 
shall be ready to defend it with perfect firm- 
ness and perfect calmnesss. We do not fear 
the danger of the socialists overturning it. 
All attempts to displace organic, lawful ,and 
constitutional developments with illegal and 
forcible revolution will break down before 
the common sense of the German people, 
who would be bereft of that common sense 
if they followed you.” 


Russian Policy Is Proper One. 

The chancellor denounced Herr Bebel’s 
“unbridled criticism of Russian affairs as 
contrary to the traditions, wishes, and inter- 
ests of the German people.’’ 

Taking up the social] reform legislation, the 
chancellor said the government would con- 
tinue its policy, hoping within a decade to 
institute pensions for widows and orphans 
and a system of giving assistance to unem- 
ployed workmen. 

Chancellor von Biilow, speaking of the 
reference made by Herr Schaedler, the Ba- 
varian representative, to the maltreatment 
of private soldiers by their officers, said: 

“I am as much incensed by such brutali- 
ties and cruelties as you are, and I regard it 
as the sacred duty of the military authorities 
to stop them. Such infamous acts cannot be 
punished severely enough, but I protest be- 
fore the country as well as before all for- 
eign countries against the imputation of the 
social democrats that such cases are typical 
of the conduct of our officers’ corps. Such 
a pretense is hypocritical and pharisaical.”’ 


Russia Should Be Checked. - 

Herr Bebel, in opening his attack, declared 
Russia could easily seize Kiau-Chow when- 
ever it suited her fancy, and therefore Ger- 
many should exercise her moral influence to 
prevent difficulties in east Asia. 

Herr Bebel charged the government with 
coéperating with Russia in suppressing po- 
litical discontent. The Russian police, he 
asserted, acted in Prussia as though at 
home. They received every sort of service 
from the Prussian authorities, and dozens 
of Russian secret police agents were busy 
in Berlin and other centers, spying on the 
doings of Russian students or Russian resi- 
dents. This, Herr Bebel declared, was one 
exhibition of Ceesarism, as practiced in Ger- 
meny. 

Others were the receptions of Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, unnecessary gifts to foreign na- 
tions, and spectacular paradings of army 
corps. All the fuss and glory of military life 
in times of peace was time wasted on 
frivolities, which could far better be spent 
in actual drill and study. 


Calls Empire a Barberous State. 

In the course of a ferocious attack on Rus- 
sia, which caused the supporters of the 
ministry to shake their heads in dismay be- 
cause such language about a neighboring 
power had rarely been heard in the German 
parliament, Herr Bebel said: 

“Russia is essentially a barbarous state, 
against whose bestialities all the European 
governments have made no protest.”’ 

The speaker then alluded to Kisheneff, 
where, he said, the authorities ‘* stood by and 
watched murders.”” He asserted that a Rus- 
sian general had driven thousands of Chin- 
ese into the Amur river ,and said the arrest 
of a Russian spy at Sofia had resulted in 
finding among his papers ‘ documentary 
proofs that Russia was privy to the plan to 
‘assassinate King Alexander months before 
the event occurred.” 

Gives Side of Government. 

Chancellor von Biilow declared the govern- 
ment was firmly determined to continue the 
development of social legislation in favor of 
the masses. In this matter the government 
required the codperation of the country. He 
would add that nothing hindered progress in 
this direction more than the habit of the 
social democrats of connecting social gues- 
tions with anti-monarchical tendencies. 

Herr Bebel had asserted that servility, 
Byzantinism and Ce#sarism prevailed in Ger- 
many. The chancellor declared that Herr 
Bebel had demanded all sorts of freedom, 
but asked where was the freedom of opinion 
at the Dresden convention. Herr Bebe! had 
rebuked Herr Bernstein, a member of the 
reichstag, in a way the chancellor would 
not correct the lowest official. Pe

It will reeommend that the present 
rules be enforced strictly, on the ground 
that they are sufficient if they can bé lived 
up to, The members may be required to take 
a new pledge of allegiance, and a man will 
be held ag derelict in his duty if he fails to 
bring to the attention of the officials any vio- 
lations of which he may be cognizant. It is 
cxpected that the executive committee will 
decide upon the other changes to be made to 
prevent a recurrence of the violations, it being 
conceded that any improvement this agita- 
tion may cause will not last long while the 
causes exist.

DRYDEN BILL GIVEN HEARING. 


Measure to Debar Certain Insurance 
Companies from the Mails Meets 
Vigorous Opposition. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.~—The senate 
committee on postoffices and post roads gave 
@ hearing today upon the bill introduced 
by Senator Dryden at the request of the 
national insurance commissioners for the 
purpose of denying the use of the mails to 
fraudulent insurance companies. Reau KE. 
Folk, state treasurer and insurance com- 
missioner of Tennessee, spoke for the meas- 
ure, while a score of insurance officials, 
ts, and brokers the opposti- 


Senator Dryden said a were many fraudu- 
lent insurance concerns in the south and the west, 
and the staffs insurance commissioners are trying 
to devise a scheme to drive them out of business. 
The bill submitted, he said, affects substantial and 
legitimate interests, many of which had written 
him protesting against its passage.

Jessie BR. Kean, One of Three Professed

Widows of M. H. Maher, Has Pe- 
tion Dismissed. 


Nearly eight years of legal battling to es- 


tablish her rights as the widow of Mark H. 
Maher failed yesterday when Judge Dunne 
directed that the petition of Jessie R. 
Kean be dismissec. Maher died Feb. 1, 
1806, leaving am estate of §100,000. Three 
women have endeavored to prove that they 
had been married to Maher. 


Five days after Maher's death, Alzuma 


L. Maher filed a petition for an allowance 
from his estate... She charged that she mar- 
ried Maher on June 25, 1882, and lived with 
him until 1895. 


B. Maher filed a similar petition 


Elizabeth 
on Feb. 27, 1808, setting forth that she mar- 
ried Maher in 1805 and lived with him until 
his death. 


The Kean woman, under the name of 


Jessie R. Maher, alleged she was Maher's 
wife from April 1, 1884, to the time of his 
death. An order was etitered in April, 1897. 
finding that she was hie lawful widow, and 
directing the administrator of his estate to 
pay her $500 as her distributive share. This 
decision was reversed by the Supreme court.

It is reported that if the United States Su- 
preme court makes a favorable decision in 
the Northern Securities case the Gould rail- 
roads east of the Mississippi river will be 
taken into an eastern securities company 
having a capital of $300,000, 

A pian for such an organization was made 
public over a year ago, but it is said the In- 
fluence of President Cassatt of the Pennsyl+ 
vania prevented the dea! from gding through, 
The coalition between the Gould and Rocke- 
feller interests, it is said, has brought about 
a change, and the scheme is to be carried 
out as soon as it is found that the laws of. the 
country do not stand In the way. 

The roads to be taken in are the Wabash, 
Wheeling and Lake Erie, Western Maryland, 
West Virginia Central, Ann Arbor, Pittsburg 
and Lake Erie, and probably two or 
other roads not yet affiliated, 

There are two sets of plans,.one to be used - 
if.J. J. Hill wins the Northern Securities 
merger case and another if he is beaten. 
The Gould plans are to turn all securities held 
by the family, with those of Rockefeller and 
Carnegie, into two great holding companies, 
Mr. Carnegie has always ‘been friendly to 
Gould, as it was he who guaranteed a certain 
amount of tonnage if Gould would take the 
Wabash into Pittsburg. 

A plan to form a western company made up 
of the Gould lines west of the Mississippi 
river was made public three months ago, but 
it is now said that the eastern company will 
be launched first. 


Senta Fe Annual Meeting. 


The reports which have been current fos 
some time thatthe Rock Island interests had 
secured a large block of Santa Fé stock and 
were likely to get representation on the 
board of directors were shown to be ground- 
less by the result of the annual meeting of 
stockholders of the Santa Fé system, held’ 
in Topeka.yesterday.

Burgess William Kennedy has ‘appealed 
to the American people for $100,000.

Doctors 
and nurses from many parts of Penrsy!l- 
vania have volunteered their services. But 
many of the volunteers have heen attacked 
by the disease which they were attacking.

Some scientists have thought that the 
anti-typhoid serum would operate effective- 
ly. Prof. Wright of the English Army Medi- 
cal school got the world on tiptoe last year 
by announcing that “ the death rate among 
the. inoculated is just: about half as high ss 
the death rate among the uninoculated.” 
Dr. Crombie, however, put the world back 
on its heels again by announcing, after a 
study of the invalids of the south African 
war, that while up to the age of 30 a single 
inoculation is an advantage, then 
age of 30 it is a disadvaiitage. Moreover, 
the circumstances under which the inocu- 
lation is made have to be most carefully 
It appears, therefore, that the anti- 
typhoid serum cannot just at present be ex- 
pected to bring typhoid to a halt. One is 
reminded of Mallock’s speculation about 
the two physicians. One of them hastened 
to the scene of an epidemic, and before he 
had time to do anything but ease the last 
hours of a few sufferers followed those suf- 
ferers to the grave. The other fied from the 
stricken community, and, attended by .his 
_ valet and his chef, found ignominious safety 
in a remote country house. There he set up 
a laboratory, and, after some months of re- 
search, made a scientific discovery which 
forever prevented the reappearance of epi- 
démics of the kind which cost his friend his 
life. Which of the two was the more ef- 
fective agent of social progress? 
Immediately and superficially, the latter. 
The spectacle of self-sacrificing heroism, 
however, is above all other t! “1gs the most 
etifnugthening to human nature. It is ap 
oceasion for rejoicing, therefore, that al- 
ready Butler has been the scene of much 
financial and personal unselfishness. But- 
ler has been culpable as well as unfortunate, 
but its sister cities will not see it suffer un-

LETTER OF MAROQUISE DE FONTENOY |

RINCE TOKUGAWA, who has just 
been elected president of the Japanese 
house of lords, is-one of the most inter- 

esting personages inthe dominions of 
the emperor of Japa#i., For he may be 

described as the last of the tycoons. True, 
he only held powef as such*for a few daye 
For it. was his.elder brother, Yoshinobu, who 
was the temporal ruler of Japan at the time 
of the great revolution of 1867 and 1868, which 
ended in the restoration of the lay’sovereignty 
of the land of the rising sun to the mikado 
after he and his ancestors had been deprived 
thereof and forced to content themselves with 
mere ecclesiastical supremacy for close upon 
300 years by the tycoons. Yoshinobu, when 
he realized that his power was threatened, 
dispatched a mission to France, to England, 
and to this country, at the head of which he 
placed his younger brother, now Prince 
Tokugawa. The latter was received with the 


vested him with the grand cross of the Le. 


King Edward, then prince of Wales, travel- 
ing down to Dover to welcome him on land-, 
ing on British soil. 

The outbreak of the insurrection compelled 
him to hasten home without fulfilling his 
mission to the United States, and Tycoon 
Yoshinobu, when he found'that his adherents 
were deserting en masse to the mikado, 
made a vain effort to save the throne which 
his family had usurped by abdicating in 
fayor of. his younger brother, who was 
tycoon or shogun for only a few days before 
being finally overthrown and forced to yield 
to the present emperor and to his victorious 
army. 

The mikado dealt generously with the two 
ex-tycoons, and as soon as they had made 
their. submission and sworn allegiance he 
settied ‘upon ¢ach of large estates 
and a’ handsome annuity. Yoshinobu, elder 
of the two brothers, da number of years 
ago, forgotten: and in obscurity. But the 
younger’ brother, a perfect specimen of the 
high bred, blue blooded Japanese gentleman, 
the distinction. of his appearance and man- 
ner suggesting to mind a full blooded race 
horse, determined to lead a more useful life. 
Devoting the greater portion of his allowance 
and of his property to the maintenance and 
to the pensioning of his former adnerents, 
who had suffered in his own cause andin that 
of his brother, he started out to complete 
his education according to western ideas, 
visited this country at the time of the cen- 
tennial exhibition, and then went 6n to Paris, 
where hetook up his residence in the most un- 
assuming manner in a emall suite of three 
rooms in the Quartier Latin, Mving the life of 
a student, nene of his associates having the 
slightest {dea of his antecedents or of his 
rank. Only on three occasions did he betray 
the latter. One of these was in 1878, when he 
appeared at a dinner given by the then prince 
of Wales, who had been made aware of his 
presence in France, wearing the grahd cross 
of the Legion of Honor. After spending sev- 
eral years in Paris he returned to Japan, de- 
voted himself to the inauguration of agricul- 
ture, and on the creation of a system of no- 
bility patterned on those of Europe he re- 
ceived the title of “ prince” and a seat in 
the Japanese house of ldrds, of which he is 
now president. If I draw attention to him it 
is because it is the\only instance on record 
of an ex-sovereign being raised to one of the 
most important offices in the government of 
the monarch who deprivé@ him of his throne. 


Emperor Mutsuhito of Japan has caused the 
editors of the Almanach de Gotha to be ap- 
proached with a view to securing the in- 
clusion of his name and of his house in 
part I. of the publication in question among 
the other sovereign families of civilized coun- 
tries. Both he and his government resent 
the fact that, whereas the Turkish sultan 
should find a place in part I. along with the 
monarchs of Germany, Russia, Italy, Eng- 
land, Austria-Hungary, etc., the emperor of 
Japan should be relegated to the tail end of 
the work, with t emperor of China, the 
shah of Persia, and ofher potentates of Asia 
and Africa whom he regards as immeasur- 
ably inferior to himself ip point of civilization 
and enlightenment. 

The mikado seems fo feel that this exclusion 
from the list of sovereigns in part I. of the 
Almanach de Gotha has something to do 
} with the failure of European courts to treat 
him on the same footing’as thémselvés, riot- 
ably as regards the matter of court mourn- 
ing, and messages of congratulation and 
of condolence on the occasion of births, mar- 
riages, and deaths respectively. - 

The publishers of the Almanach, who are 
exceedingly independent, and whose prede- 
cessors declined even to submit to the dicta- 
tion of the first Napoleon when at the climax 
of his power, do not seem disposed to conform 
with the mikado’s wishes. They poiht out 
that part I. of their Almanach, which is the 
“vade mecum”’ of old world royalty, of- 
ficialdom, and society, is restricted to the 
“ sovereign houses of Europe,”’ and declare 
that the domestic arrangements of the Jap- 
anese emperor have nothing to do with their 
attitude in the affair, seeing that the sultan 
‘of Turkey’s wives are numero@s and that he 
maintains an immense seraglio. Meanwhile 
the mikado remains out in the cold as far as 
the Almanach Is concerned. 


England's future queen has always been 
noted for her common sense and for her 
strength of mind, and in connection there- 
with it is interesting to note the determined 
stand which she has taken in the matter of 
bazaars and fairs. She absolutely refuses 
to open or inaugurate any of these sales, no

Among the least superstitious of the 
crowned heads of Europe is King Edward, 
who, Hike the late Count Andrassy, for so 
many years chancellor of the Austro-Hun- 
garian empire, not merely entertains no 
dread of Friday but even looks upon it as 
his lucky day. In Count Andrassy this belief 
‘was all the more remarkable, as Hungarians 
as a general rule are convinced of the ill 
fortune of Friday, having an old saying, ac- 
cording to which to be merry on Friday is to 
weep on Sunday. Count Andrassy, in fact, 
Was so convinced of the contrary that when 
his daughter, to whom he was devoted, was 
married to Count Louis Batthyani in June, 
1882, he insisted that the wedding should take 
place on Friday, because, he declared, all 
the happy events of his own life had taken 
| place on that day. Other Hungarian ideas as 
to the unluckiness of Friday are to the effect 
that if one sneezes the first thing in the morn- 
ing on a Friday morning when the stomach is 
empty means some great catastrophe, and a 
guest arriving on that day means a week's 
distress 


The origin of this belief about Friday is at- 
tributed by some to the fact that the crucit- 
fixion took place on that day, by others to tha 
malignant character of the Scandinavian 
goddess Frey, from whom the day takes its 
name, while a wild explanation is found in 
the legend that Adam and Eve ate the for- 
bidden fruit on a Friday.

BISMARCK TO*HIS WIFE. | 
Interesting Correspondence of the Tron 


Chancellor. 

“BISMARCK’S LETTERS TO His 
WIFE ”’ from the seat of the war of 1870-71, 
translated by Armin Harder (D. Appleton 
& Co.), though not an immensely important 
book, yet besides revealing an intensely do- 
mestic aspect of the *“‘man of blood and 
iron,’’ contains a number of peculiarly in- 
teresting glimpses of ‘scenes and incidents 
connected with that fateful conflict between 
France and Germany. Bismarck loved his 
wife and children as ardently as he hated 
and despised the French. 

‘After these troubles we will not em- 
bitter our gratefulness to God for his gra- 
cious protection by complaining over trifies. 
It is a great thing to have two sound sons 
with all four limbs left from that cavalry 
fight, and, when I think of Bonn and Mars- 
la-Tour I allow in the hope of seeing them 
both again after the war, no other feeling 
but warm thanks to God to arise in me. For 
all of that, I have seen too ny corpses 
and cripples and admired too ch heroism 
that dropped in unrecognized modesty into 
death and oblivion.” “I write you, my 
heart, only to tell you that I have good news 
from Bill.” Writing from Versailles he 
says: “ My little friend Thiers is very clever 
and charming, but no business man for 
verbal negotiations. The foam gushes ir- 
resistibly out of him as out of an open bottle 
and tires the patience because it hinders 
getting at the drinkable stuff, which is the 
thing. With cli that he is a decent little 
fellow. with white hair, respectable and 
charming, good old fashioned French man- 
ners, and it was hard for me to be as hard 
upon him as I had to be. This the villains 
knew and therefore pushed him forward.”

The report of the work done by the Juve- 
nile court during the last year was embraced 
inethe printed prtgram for the evening, and 
in discussing the 2,000 children who were 
shown by the report to have been declared 
dependent during the year, Archbishop Quig- 
ley said: 

**We may say that the responsibility of 
taking care of these children rests on the 
state. While it is the duty of the state to 
see that they are cared for, the actual work 
must be undertaken by some agency more 
effective than the state itself. Such are the 
churches.”’ 

Other speakers were Judge Richard Tut- 
hill, the Rev. Thomas Sherman, Supt. J. J. 
Sloan of the House of Correcticn, and Dr. 
H. H. Hart, superintendent of the Children’s 
Home and Aid scciety.

ACREAGE SOWN THIS YEAR IS SIX 
PER CENT UNDER 1902. 


Gevernment Estimate Is 32,000,000 
Acres in United States—The Average 
‘Condition of the Crop Is 86.6, as 
Compared to 90.7 at the Same Date 
in 1902 and a Nine Year Average of 
92.7—Acreage of Winter Rye Is Pro- 
visionally Estimated at 98 Per Cent. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—Returns to 
the chief of the bureau of statistics of the de- 
partment of agriculture inu,.cate that the 
newly seeded area of winter wheat is about 
32,000,000 acres, a decrease of 6 percent from 
the area estimated to have been sowed in the 
fall of 1902.’

, .Mr. Crawford, in opening for the company, 
- went further than his old claims under the 
ninety-nine year act, by insisting that the 
companies had the right to make ,these 
changes whether the city approved or not, 
under the privileges granted by the city in 
1858. 

He also claimed that under the ordinance 
of the city of 1893 it was the duty of the 
commissioner of public works to issue on 
demand permits to connect different trolley 
lines by using cable tracks when applied for. 


Arguments for the City. 


In answering for the city Edwin Burritt 
Smith took up the claims under the city ordi- 
nance of 1895, it being reserved for John C, 
Mathis to discuss the ninety-nine year act 
“ad other franchise assertions of the com- 
pany today. That ordinance, Mr. Smith 
showed, specifically provided that it should 
in no way allow changes which would “ tend 
to supersede the use of cable by electricity. * 

Judge Grosscup asked why this provision 
in favor of the cable lines had been put in 
the ordinance, and Mr. Smith replied that he. 
presumed it was on account of the detemina- 
tion of the city to hold the company to the 
necessity of coming to it for permission to 
do everything. 

The judge suggested perhaps it might have 
been on account of the popular prejudice 
against .the overhead trolley, which would 
not exist against the underground one. 

The city’s attorney followed this with the 
assertion that Commissioner Bilocki had re- 
. fused the permits under discretionary power 
given him. 

“If Biocki had wrongfully refused the per- 
mits," he contended, *‘ the receivers should 
have attempted to compel him by mandamus 
instead of asking an injunction from the 
court to compel the city to permit them to do 
the work without permits.”’

$350,000,000 CORPORATION. 


Independent Concerns in Convention 
Take Steps to Organize Community 
of Interests to Fight the Bell—Ter- 
ritory Includes Every State East of 
Recky Mountains—First Step Is to 
Give Small Lines Entrance to Chi- 
cago—Banquet Tickets Stolen. 


Hight thousand independent. telephone 
companies in the United States will be 
merged into one company, with a capital of 
$350,000,000, if plans of the Interstate Inde- 
pendent association are carried out as 
planned at its convention, which closed last 
evening with a banquet at the Auditorium. 
At the final,/session of the convention a 
committee was appointed to take necessary 
steps for incorporating into a company the 
association, with its 4,500 members. At the 
same time the association’s territory was 
extended to include every state east of the 
Rotky mountains, instead of being restricted 
to nine states; as under the old constitution. 
This will bring 3,500 additional independent 
telephone organizations into the new com- 
bine, which then will be as thoroughly 6dr- 
ganized as the Bell Telephone company. 


First Step to Reach Chicago. 


 ** One of the first things to be done by the 
“company,” said Henry A. Barnhart, the 


newly elected president, in his address to 
the convention, ‘“‘ will be connection with 
Chicago by means of the Illinois Telephone 
and Telegraph company, bringing our com- 
pany with its lines in all important cities in 
Filinois, Indiana, lowa, Wisconsin, Michigan, 

Kentucky, Ohio, and other states into direct 
competition with the Bell company, and re- 
ducing rates in this city, 

: “The average rentals of the independent 
companies are half those of the Bell. Each 
of our phones is capitalized for $100, while 
the Bell company must pay interest on a 


capitalization of $417 for each phone. We 


will have 2,500,000 phones, as against 1,270,- 
000 operated by the Bell company.
